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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

The response filed February 22, 2008, has been received. The text of those sections of 
Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

The amendment filed February 22, 2008, has not been entered since the new language in 
the proposed amendment requires consultation of the specification to confirm support. 
Furthermore, the amendment would require a new search. Specifically, new claims 67-69 
provide limitations as to the application of sodium dodccyl sulfate or sodium lauryl ether sulfate 
that previously were not recited in any of the claims, thus requiring consultation of the 
specification and a new search. Therefore, denial of entry of the proposed amendment is proper 
at this after-final stage of prosecution. 

All of applicant's argument has been fully considered but is not persuasive of error. 
Given that the amendment has not been entered, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph and second paragraph must be maintained. With respect to the Fein reference applied 
as prior art in the previous office action, the applicant argues that Fein does limit which 
hydrolases may be used in their invention. However, it is noted that Fein recites that the 
hydrolase may be an amidase (page 2, paragraph [001 1]), which is in the 3.5.1 and 3.5.2 EC 
classification, and that aspartylglucosaminidase is a particular amidase. Given that there is a 
teaching of use of amidase in Fein, it would have been obvious to the person of ordinary skill in 
the art to have practiced the Fein invention with other amidases, including 
aspartylglucosaminidase. With respect to the arguments on page 17 of the response, it is noted 
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that the support discussed in US 2004/0015187 is drawn to the activities of glycosidases, and not 
to the difference in activities of different amidases. Thus, sufficient evidence has not been 
provided to demonstrate that there would not have been a reasonable expectation of success in 
substituting one amidase for another. Thus, the rejections of record must be maintained. 

No claims are allowed.
